FOR NEW SUBMARINES

Plan Dreadnaughts More Ade- |
quately Defended Against
Undersea and Air Attacks.

That the United States navy s work-
ing on a design of u dreadnaught that
will he more adequately defended
against submarine and alr attack, and
that the navy hereafter will have suh-
marines built on its ewn plang, inatead
of accepting plans of submarine bulld-
ers, nre striking facts brought out In the

annaual report of Hear Admiral D. W.
Tavlor, chief of the Bureau of Con-
struction snd Repnly

Admiral Tavior does not go into de-

tallg in outlining the battieshdp changes,
holding that “detnils of changes of con-
struction are regarded as confidential’”
but he declares that epecificatlons for
the ships nekt to be purchased have
heen mnlm‘lnll’& improved, Indlcating
that the ehangen designed to muke the
hattleship proof against submarines will
he given a trinl on the next ships bullt,

With reference to the submarine plans
it wae explained in the report that here-
tofore the navy merely has asked for
blds for U-boats, leaving It to the bid-
ders to furnish the plans, That plan
will be abandoned and instead the bu-
reau will submit plans prepared by its
pwn naval constructors, The submaring
butlding companies will be permitied Lo
subimit hids based on thelr own palents
and designs, however, and this will give
the Navy Department the privilege of

choosing between s own and private
cwmpany submarine designe
Huresu experts designed the Schiley,

the big fleet submarin now under ghon-
atruction. The deparfment now is pre-
paring plans in two larger boats. **lt 18
true that the designing and bullding of
submarines s a apectalty that requires
cxperienes,”” Admiral Taylor's report
savs, “but we now have in the navy
wdequate experience in this connection.™
